© November 7, 1979: Harley Race pins Shohei 
“Giant” Baba in Amagaseki, Japan, and wears the 
NWA belt a fourth time. 

© September 10, 1980: Harley Race again faces 
the Giant Baba and wins his fifth NWA title in 
Ostu, Japan. 


¢ May 1, 1981: Harley Race pins Tommy Rich in 
Gainsville, Georgia, to capture his sixth NWA title 
and tie the record of the legendary Lou Thesz.

S HE LAY on the dressing 

room table, Cowboy Bob 
Orton wasn’t a pretty sight. He’d 
just finished a devastatingly 
brutal match against Andre the 
Giant. His body lay limp and his 
eyes ceased trying to focus. A 
doctor examined him carefully, 
shaking his head as he went 
about his work. 

“1 can treat his injuries,” the 
doctor muttered, “but | can’t 
treat his stupidities. This man 
trusted his manager when he 
must have known better. The 
Grand Wizard may be a great 
manager, but he’s a miserable 
human being.” 

Orton was in too much agony 
to hear, but Wizard wouldn’t 
have cared if Orton had been 
taking notes: Wizard had gotten 
what he wanted from Orton. The 
man’s agonies were of no 
concern to the manager now. 
Wizard had other wrestlers and 
other wars. 

It had been the kind of setup 
for which Wizard is infamous. . 


Several months ago, he made a 
contractual agreement to supply 
a wrestler for a match’ against 
Andre the Giant. In return, he got 
some quick money, enabling

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RHODES VS. FUNK: 


THE BLOODY HORROR 
OF A BARBED WIRE 
FENCE MATCH 


The addition of 
barbed wire to the 
wrestling ring is akin 
to giving each wrestler 
involved in that match 
a license to maim and 
cripple. Dusty Rhodes 
and Terry Funk wanted 
to do exactly that to each 
other, but barbed wire 
appears to be only the 
latest chapter in the 
feud between these 
two men 


ERRY FUNK WAS making 
his way to the ring when he 
heard a loud crash. Dusty 
Rhodes, already in the ring, had 
smashed a chair against the 
steel ringpost. The sharp noise 
startled Funk as much as it had 
startled every single fan in the 
Orlando, Florida, wrestling arena. 
“Come on in, boy!"’ shouted 
Rhodes, “I’m gonna whup your 
skinny butt! Come on, boy!’’ 
Rhodes sounded vicious, but 
the most brutal thing about the 
Scene was not the anger in the 
American Dream's thundering 
voice. Rather, it was the bizarre

itself had undertaken that 
presented a sight of stark, quiet 
barbarity. 

Strung in tandem with the 
conventional ring ropes, from 
corner to corner, were three 
healthy, thick strands of 
barbed wire. 

Imagine the potential for 
destruction: A normal whip into 
the ropes becomes a gruesome 
adventure in ripped flesh; a 
missed dropkick could send the 
attacker's legs flying through 
the ropes and into the barbed 
wire on a one-way trip to bloody 
shreds; the facerake along the 
ropes, normally a maneuver that 
causes extreme discomfort due 
to facial rope burn, becomes the 
kind of sadistic move that could 
blind a man and disfigure his 
face for the rest of his life. 

Every moment in the ring 
during a Barbed Wire Match 
becomes a nightmare of bloody 
horror, a scramble to avoid 
mutilation while at the same 
. time trying to find a way to 
defeat your opponent. 

“I’m ready,”’ Rhodes_ said 
quietly prior to his Barbed Wire 
Match with Terry Funk, “I’m 
gonna “teach that little scum 
a lesson.” 

Rhodes’ emotions ran high as 
he prepared for this trial by 
torture. Several weeks earlier, 
Rhodes and Funk had teamed 
together in a Barbed Wire Fence 
Match against Kendo Nagasaki 
and King Kong Tonga. Dusty was 
physically and emotionally 
drained during that match: The 
final few minutes saw the 
American Dream slumping 
against the ropes in an attempt 
to regain some strength. Funk

He can dodge maneuvers as fast 
as his opponent can _ initiate 
them, and this makes him a 
tough man to wear down.

Both Hulk Hogan and Ken Patera 
physiques that accent power and muscle over anything 
else, and they have both built up highly impressive 
records in the squared circle.

Blackwell, and these men use ~ 
their considerable bulk as a 
weapon in the ring. They are 
also tough men to wear down 
during a match. 

Then there are men like Hulk 
Hogan and Ken Patera. Their - 


have developed 
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Patera utilizes his tremendous upper body and arm 
strength in applying a rib-crushing bearhug on 
Tommy Rich (above).

training regimen is directed 
toward pure, raw strength. 
Power is their goal, and both 
men have achieved that goal, 
using muscular energy to 
achieve a record in the ring as 
imposing as their respective 
physiques. 

A look at the Tale of the Tape 
will give you an idea of the 
strength contained in each of 
these astounding men. Joe 
Louis, widely acknowledged as 
perhaps the most powerful 
heavyweight champion in 
boxing history, weighed a mere 
197% pounds. By comparison, 
Patera weighs 275 and 
Hogan 320. 

Look at bicep and forearm 
measurements: Louis measured 
15 inches .and 12 inches, 
respectively. In fact, Hogan and 
Patera each outdo Louis’ 
measurements in every category. 

But Hogan and Patera are 
wrestlers, not boxers, and their 
bodies are geared toward this 
most grueling of all sports. As 


such, they can channel the power 
of their awesome physiques 
into various wrestling tactics 
and maneuvers. 

But the question continues to 
gnaw at even the most veteran 
observers of wrestling: Which 
man is the strongest? Sure, 
Patera bills himself as 
“Wrestling’s Strongest Man,” 
but Hogan has met him in the 
ring several times and more 
than held his own in tests 
of strength. 

Inside Wrestling polled 
several of its editors to 
determine which man is 
stronger. Here are some of 
the results. 

Stu Saks, assistant editor: “‘] 
would have to say that Ken 
Patera is the stronger of the two 
men. He was a bronze medalist 
in the 1972 Olympic weight- 
lifting competition, he has 
competed in CBS’s World's 
Strongest Man Competition, and 
he’s applied a completely 
different training approach in 
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making the difficult transition 
from the physique of a bulky 
weightlifter to that of a muscular 
bodybuilder. It’s a _ different 
approach, with lighter weights 
and more repetition of the 
weights being lifted, and | think 
the speed-he’s added as a result 
has been responsible for his 
success in the ring. Patera calls 
himself the World's Strongest 
Wrestler, and | would have 
to agree.” 

Bill Apter, managing editor: 
“When | saw Hulk Hogan 
wrestle Ken Patera, | was 
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shocked by the kinds of tests of 
power that went on in thering. It 
was amazing, really. Usually, 
when either of these two guys 
get in the ring against anybody, 
it’s like a Samson and Goliath 
kind of deal: the big man against the

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little challenger. But when these 
two get together, all hell breaks 
loose. It’s too close to call, as far 
as I’m concerned.” 

Richard Countis, associate 
editor: ‘‘There’s no contest, it’s 
got to be Hogan. He’s got six 
inches on Patera in height, an 
eight-inch advantage in the 
chest, and a 55-pound weight 
advantage. The rest of the 
measurements of the Tale of the 
Tape all tell the same story: 
Hogan is far, far superior. 
There’s just no contest. Right 
down the line, Hogan is larger, 
more powerful, and all in all 
meaner than Patera can ever 
hope to be.” 

Craig Peters, associate editor: 
“This is a tough one to call. 
Hogan has the statistical edge, 
but Patera gains some extra 
power because his physique is 
more streamlined. This gives 
him more speed on his feet than 
Hogan, and you've got to count 
that when you consider 
strength, because we're talking 
about a match situation here, 
not which man can break more 
boulders faster with a sledge- 
hammer. You've got to consider 
power in practice, not just raw 
muscle, and all things 
considered | would have to give 
the edge to Patera.”’ 

The remaining editors were 
split in their opinions. Peter 
King argued in favor of Hogan 
being the stronger of the two, 
while Dan Shocket and Matt 
Brock both thought the issue 
was too close to call. 

The full staff results? Two 
editors for Hogan, two for 
Patera, and three who claim it’s 
too close to call. The issue, 
therefore, becomes one. of 
personal. opinion. Until some 
sort of an objective measure- 
ment system is developed to 
determine which man is 
stronger, or until the issue is 
conclusively settled in the ring, 
the question will remain 
unanswered. O

Ric Flair's championship 
era has been crucified on the 
cross of fan stupidity.

He threw Dusty into 
the ring ropes, andthe American 


Funk attacked Rhodes like a 
juggernaut. Dragging the 
American Dream back to the 
center of the ring, Funk waged a 
brutal attack on Rhodes’ body, 
widening the gashes on both his 
head and his arm. All of Funk’s 
energy was directed toward his 
pursuit of inflicting as much pain 
as possible on Dusty Rhodes, 


and Rhodes himself was 
beginning to buckle under the 
continuing attack. 

Again and again, Funk 
pressed his advantage. It 
seemed if he would expend all 
his energy in his attack of 
Rhodes, but still he continued.’
